The  tendency  of  farmers  throughout  the  clover  growing  dis- 
tricts of  this  country  is  growing  more  and  more  to  the  use  of 
Alfalfa  for  early  spring  seeding,  and  Cow  Peas  and  Soja  Beans 
for  later  planting.  This  condition  has  caused  a very  heavy  de- 
mand for  seeds  of  these  crops — much  larger  than  was  antici- 
pated. The  small  demand  for  Red  Clover  was  also  attributed 
to  the  backward  spring  season;  and  farmers,  rather  than  risk 
late  planting,  will  resort  to  the  summer  legume  and  forage 
crops. 

The  above  conditions  have  brought  on  a very  active  early 
demand  for  Cow  Peas  and  Soja  Beans,  which  is  causing  a rapid 
advance  in  prices.  With  the  smaSl  stocks  of  these  items,  and 
increasing  demand,  we  look  for  exhaustion  of  stocks  much 
earSier  than  anticipated.  We  fee!  quite  confident  that  eariy 
purchases  will  prove  profitable,  which  also  applies  to  all  sum- 
mer legume  and  forage  crops. 

The  planting  of  Cotton  Seed  will  be  quite  active  during  this 
month  in  the  more  northern  districts,  and  the  demand  for  seed 
of  the  leading  varieties  is  increasing.  Stocks  of  our  Ingold  Cot- 
ton are  entirely  exhausted,  but  we  have  limited  supplies  of  the 
best  types  of  Cleveland  Big  Boll,  iViitchell’s  Faultless  and  Early 
King,  all  of  which  are  highly  recommended  for  planting  in  Vir- 
ginia and  the  Carolinas. 

Supplies  of  the  leading  varieties  of  Seed  Potatoes  in  cold 
storage  this  year  are  m.uch  smaller  than  usual,  and  we  believe 
that  early  booked  orders,  especially  for  Brish  Cobblers  and  Green 
Mountains,  would  be  advisable.  See  last  page  about  instruc- 
tions for  booking  orders.  On  all  booked  orders  we  will 
guarantee  our  prices  against  decline  at  date  of  shipment,  so  our 
customers  are  not  taking  any  chance  on  price  declines,  which 
enables  them  to  protect  their  seed  requirements  for  June  .and 
July  planting. 

PEANUTS  for  the  past  several  years  have  proved  to  be  one 
of  the  most  profitable  crops  for  the  South,  and  in  numbers  of 
cases  have  exceeded  cotton  as  a money  maker.  They  are  a 
much  simpler  crop  to  grow  than  cotton,  requiring  less  labor 
and  fertilizer.  Peanut  hay  usually  brings  good  prices  and 
makes  fine  fattening  food  for  hogs.
